And to this material 
deprivation must be added the de¬ 
moralisation that creeps up on a 
worker who feels that his strength 
and his skills arc no longer needed 
by scKiciy. No amount of increased 
dole money 4cvcn if the Slate would 
concede it) can compensate for that. 

Tbe slogans being advanced to 
‘solve* uncmploymenl today arc the 
same slogans that completely failed 
lo solve it in ihc thirties, 'tf'or/: or 
Full Maintenance' — 'Reduction in 
V<'‘ f ot Pnv' —

}ur CoxmjmTnr^^sJi are 
ing paraded again in marches and 
demonstrations. All are ‘demands* 
on either the State or the employers. 
They raise the hopes of the un¬ 
employed and ask nothing from the 
rest of the working population. They 
profit no one—except the politicians 
who hope to gain votes fn^m their 
‘support* of ihc unemployed. 

Yet action by the people them¬ 
selves could really end unemploy¬ 
ment at ihc same time as it under¬ 


mined the \vstcm that gave rise to 
il It requires imly that we cease to 
be slaves and act like men.

no use asking llic Stale to rc-<Ypcn 
it. If the will is there, it can bo 
occupied and turned into a wi>rk- 
shop for the community making 
things that people need—not what 
profit dictates. It could have hap¬ 
pened at UCS—and it may still 
happen at PIcsscys. The rest of us 
must see to it that if such a step 
takes place il doesn't fail for lack 
of solidarity. 

If a reduction in hours is seen as 
a means of helping the unemployed 
<and It surely is) then w’hy not do 
it instead of ‘demanding* it from the 
employers. There is nothing to stop 
dwcjdin^^uji^^cducc the 
SBotire.^of work lomorrowTlKefcby 
leaving the employer with the choice 
of either losing production or taking 
on more labour. (Of course, adding 
the words ‘with no loss of pay* 
rather spoils the idea of reducing 
hours as a gesture of much-nccdcd 
solidarity since il implies that the 
employed will help the uncmplo>'cd 
only if no sacrifice is required.) 

Demanding another Labour 
Government is worse than useless. 
It was such a Government which 


spimsored the prvMiuctivity deals— 
and il was the Unions which sold 
the idea to the workers. Machines 
replaced labour and jobs were sold 
for more money. Many of loday’s 
uncntplosxxl arc victims of that 
technological dc\*clopmcnl. The em¬ 
ployers made vast profits out of 
increased prvxluclivily—the workers 
paid in specd>up and eventual 
unemployment. 

Nationalisation has no bearing on 
anything. The ntines and the rail¬ 
ways were nationalised and taken 
over by the State which then pro¬ 
ceeded to cut the labour force as 
ruthlessly as any hard-faced private 
employer.

ITic joy of the craflsman in \\h 
craft, or the peasant in his land, are 
almost things of iJic past. Work ha.^ 
become a cur.se. something to be 
avoided if only a win on the fcH>thail 
pools will bring in Ihc promised 
land. Il is a system which icachcs 
that a road-.sweeper whose job is 
essential lo the community is to he 
pitied—while all honours and great 
wealth arc poured on a useless, 
greedy bureaucrat like a Lord 
Robens or a Richard Marsh. 

The machine has taken over and 
men arc its servants. The villages 
arc deserted or inhabited by stock¬ 
brokers—the towns arc swollen to 
inhuman proportions and every¬ 
where there grows a huge heap of 
wasic which threatens to engulf us 
all. A miYilcy collection of besotted 
capitalists, insane technocrats, 
wooden-headed burcauernis. gibber¬ 
ing economists, and p^iw'cr-.sccking 
pvYlilicians rule the world with the 
aid of maniacal generals and sadistic 
pLYliccmcn . . . and C«xl help us if 
they continue to rule for much 
longer. 

Fortunately, ihcrc arc some defi¬ 
nite signs that they won’t. More

We’re all an Asian Horde! 


MR. ENOCH POWELL >peakinB ul 
a meeting of ihc Soulhalt Chamber 
of Comnierce, has now icvcalcd that 
(he real threat to Menie England is 
constiiuied by ihe Asians not the Dlacl 
immigrants. ‘Il is more irvly when he 
looks into the eyes of Asia thai the 
Englishman come face to face with (hose 
who will dispute with him Ihc possession 
of hb naCivc land.’ It b his usual 
romantic-historical style, and reminds 
one rather of those history text-books one 
eooountered in one's childhood, so ably 
uliriscd in 1066 and Aft Thai. One 
sots hordes of Asians landing from junks 
or dhows at Thanef, and sweeping over 
the countryside with fire and sword. 
It would be nice if one could laugh at (hb 
silly man. but unfortunately. like Hitler 
he b both comic and dangerous. 

What he puts forward here U a 
statement aimed at lulling (he fears of 
(he Africa and West Indian communt- 
(iei. sc that (hey will not fed obliged 
to make comnvon cause for mutual pro¬ 
tection with (he Asiaiks. Powell, when 
he began his racialist campaigns, was more 
hostile (o (be Black population, and, 
according to one eye-witness, who was 
present at one of his meetings, he was 
‘sincerely shocked' when somebody in 
the audience attacked the Asians. In 
those days he had the usual English 
attitude that the Indians come from 
‘an anciont civilisation*, etc., so they 
are all nght. Il is (he Negroes who are 
the savages, with lom-toms and voodoo 
and all that, who oonstilute (he real 
menace. Now apparently he has changed 
hli views, or perhaps his views have 
never changed, he is really conocmed 
with Ihe interests of ‘Number One' and 
does not really believe (be rubbish he 


preaches. He b prepared to hnd menaces 
wherever he feels it is in his interest 
lo find (hem. One day it’s the Blacks, 
another the Asians, anolher perhaps the 
Jews. Probably not the latter people. 
They arc too well organbed by now. 
They have learnt (heir lesson and can 
defend themselves. If he attacks them 
he's finished. 

Il is always a problem as to what 
exient people like Hiller and Powell are 
sincere. Mussolini cliimed to be a 
Slimcrite. and b said to have kepi a 
copy of The Ego and hs Own by his 
bed. He was merely cxploiling (he 
Italian people because they were foolish 
enough for him lo let (hem. However, 
1 would guess that it is not a simple 
matter. These men live in a kind of 
mental fog. They arc shrewd and ran 
see elcarty enough when it’s a matter of 
immediate political advantage, but they 
have no real principles, just a vague 
feeling (hat authority is desirable, und 
(he more the better, (hat foreigners arc 
evil and war b a natural human occu¬ 
pation. They move through a cloudy 
murk of prejudice. 

For us il is essenlial to see clearly, 
not only in our immediate surroundings, 
but In (he long-term also. In no cir¬ 
cumstances can We afford to allow our* 
selves to be split up. If the Asians are 
alUcked, the Dlacki must rush to (heir 
support, la (heir own intciciis. and Ihe 
white l^fl aikl the anarchists must do 
(be same. Ai far as Powell ii concerned 
we are all ‘foreign scum*, we are all 
an Asian horde. ‘The privilege of being 
’Negro or white, while the Asians are 
being attacked, li merely the privilege 
of bdnf eaten last.

What a 
hope! Those who support ihc idea 
of ‘growth’ as a solution reveal a 
selfishness and a callousness hard 
lo beat. Only when *wc* arc prt's- 
perous will the unemployed, ihe 
homeless, ihc old people, lo say 
nothing of the starving millions in 
Asia and Africa, be ihrown some 
aid. 

'Growih* means making more and 
more of everything and anyihing 
thai makes a profit—whcihcr it be 
aiom bombs, moon rockets, plastic 
cups or elcclric toothbrushes. It 
means producing all sort.s of rubbish 
and then inducing the people lo 
buy it whether they need il or not. 
It means (he continuation of all 
those stupid and degrading jobs 
that we have today—like cutting ihc 
throats of factory-bred chickens on 
an assembly line, like attaching parts 
to cars on a moving bell so that 
more may be produced to choke 
and kill us. like producing chemicals 
(o pour over Ihc earth to pollute 
the water and poison the Ux>d. It 
means crowding people into in¬ 
human cities where life is a stinking 
nightmare to be cndurixl rather 
than lived. Overcrowding, iranic 
congestion, ronen housini^, pollution, 
ill-health, lension and violence arc 
the ineviiflble results of ihc ‘growth* 
solution. 

A REAL SOLUTION 

Capitalism has been growing by 
spreading i(5 greedy paws over all 
the earth for two hundred >x^rs and 
more. What we arc living through 
today is (he end of a process which 
began when ihe ancestors of loday’s 
‘captains of industry* wrested the 
land from ihc people, when they 
broke up the old communal system 
of production and set forth on their 
mad journey of produclion for pro¬ 
duction's sake. All efforts to make 
this wretched system work ore 
doomed, Il must be destroyed. Il 
is an abortion. It was built on 
blood and toil and now it has turned 
millions of working men and women

S INCE THE N. IkELANU Male 

founded Itfly >car^ a^o and became 
a ‘Protoianl parliament for u Proievtanl 
people’, lire IRA have inounicd variouv 
campaiBnv to 'free' and unite Ireland. 

The last campaign lasted from 1936 
lo 1962. It took the form of raids acrosa 
tire border, blowing up bridges and 
attacking border police suiionN. 

The raiding groups consisted mostly 
of men from (lie south, especially Dublin. 
Cork and the border counties. Gosxm- 
ment security was in the hands of the 
armed RliC, backed up by the notorious 
'B' Specials, an organisalion that was 
almost exclusively Protesianl. They were 
dressed like the police e.xeept Ihul they 
were to bo seen usually with a rifle in¬ 
stead of a revolver when going on duty. 
These 'loyalists', i.e. Protesianl and 
Orange, mounted road blocks and 
guarded iniiallations. Their dbirust was 
focused on those who were disloyal, 
i.e. Catholic and Green. 

'The IRA campaign failed basically 
bccuvLse it failed lo gain (he support of 
ihe people, although through (he mists 
of lime heroes emerged in folk songs 
such as Sean South (Scan South of 
Garryowen to the tune of Roddy 
Mc<^rley) and I'ergal Og O'Hanlon 
(The Patriot Game) who were killed In 
an attack on Orookebonough Police 
Barracks on New Year's day, 10.37. 

After the failure of ihii campaign Ihe 
IRA and thcir'political wing. Sinn Fein, 
had a drastic re-ihink. They decided to 
take poiilical. rather thin military action. 
They joined with other left-wing and 
anti-cov’emmcnl groups in a oampalgn 
of civil rights to alleviate the plight of 
Catholics politically and economically. 
During Ihis period there was :i general 
recall of arms to Dublin. Before this 


ihcic u-uN .a limited amouni of training 
iTi the Fallv ;ird Ardoync with trips 
across the border iv» weekend camps. 
Most of the arms were handed in. but 
a few war)’ militants held on to theirs. 

Then came August 1969. Catholics 
in Belfast. Newry and other centres 
decided to put up barricades to draw 
oil the police from the liogside. The 
‘D* Specials were called out. What 
exactly happened in Belfast during 
August 14. 15 and 16? According to 
extreme Protestants the Catholics invaded 
Protesianl areas bui were beaten back 
into ihe Falls and Ardoync. According 
to Catholic exiremists the 'B' Specials. 
Ihe RUC and Protestants launched a 
combined aluck on (he Falls and 
Ardoync. 

The Catholics claimed (bat Protesianls 
rushed up towards Divis Fbts then 
parted nnd let (he armed 'B' Specials 
through. The Flats were raked by heavy 
maohtrvo-gun fire from an armour^ RUC 
vehicle, killing nine-year-old Patrick 
Kooocy. in his home. 

'B' Specials and Protestants also 
aliacked down Dover Street, emptied the 
Arkle Bar of ils conlcnli and burnt it 
to (he ground. Only (or an unknown 
gunman oponing up from Derby Street 
it would appear that the Falls would 
have fallen. The burning of houses in 
Bombay Street. CrumUn nnd Fhlls Roads 
gave the Catholic bigots (he upper hand 
in the IRA in Belfast. 

A rift dev’ctopcd in (he IRA. A break¬ 
away group. Ihc provisional Army Coun¬ 
cil (the provoi) wanted military action 
and A rejection nf the Marxist (rends of 
(he 'ollicials'. ’The 'oAicinU* political 
policy was lo set up a Socialist Workers’ 
Republic. Their military policy was one

Anarchisis pointed out that the 
Bonih vv'as a pan of authoritarian 
society, and one could hardly expect to 
get rid of it without altering socic4y as 
1 whole, and Ihc camptiign did begin to 
broaden its approach to include other 
nspecu of authorilanan society. I Cow ¬ 
es cr not even ihc anarchists expected 
this supreme horror lo he piohcsl on one 


side altogether and forgullen. . .

The 
bomb is alroidy in place, and will prob¬ 
ably have been OAplodcd by the time 
you read this. The Aleutian Islands lie 
ill a zone where earthquakes are common. 
This area extends to Japan in one direc¬ 
tion and all the way down Ihc Western 
coast of North and South America in 
the other. This means lhat the prob¬ 
ability is lhat for some years 10 come 
after the c.xplosioo there will be a series 
of catastrophes in Asia and the Americas. 
No one will of course be able to viy 
for certain lhat they ore due lo the bomb 
exploded in the Aleutians, and the 
auihorltics will bide behind this, while 
5van Fmnciseo and Tokyo come crashing 
down around their-cars. 

Many civilixalions have passed awny 
before ours, and the sands of the desert. 
Ihc turf of Ihc downhmd. the trees of 
the lunglo have ensured them. One dKS 
not know whethcr^il is the folly of Ihc 
rulers, or the apslhy of Ihe ruled, which 
is the most to blame. The idea that the 
ruling classes of the w’orld arc clever 


.struggle. 

The Asturias miners have alw.iys been 
in the vanguard of this struggle. Hardly 
a year has gone by wTlhout them defying 
the full force of the Spanish State. Each 
lime they have slowly stored away extra 
food in antidpation of a long struggle. 
They have culliv*aicd and tended their 
gardens and allotments with extra care 
to ensure good crops to tide them over 
a long strike. Such is the will and deter¬ 
mination to fight for dignity and liberty. 

Obviously such strikes arc a threat to 
Ihc Franco regime. They povc wnsider- 
nblc problems for both the minisicn 
who want to give concessions and ihosc 
who w*ant 10 lake a hard line. The 
authoritarian regime must chos'M; either 
to make concessions or to siipprc" the 
Workers* Commission.

people who will never do anything that 
will spoil iheir own scene, however much 
the rest of the population .siiircr, is un- 
forliinately a myth. The rulers are just 
ui stupid, shorl-sighicd or even apathetic 
as the unfortunates they rule over. Of 
course there have been protests from Ihc 
Canadian, Japanese and other govem- 
menU and authorities, but. despite the 
frantic wording of their protests, they 
arc nol prcparexl to do anything. 

The Canadian Prime Minister told a 
group of French joumalisis that there 
was nothing more that he could do, 
shon of declaring war on ihc United 
Stales. One would have thought that if 
the governments concerned vscrc really 
serious there would be a great many 
things they could do. short of declaring 
war. starting with a boycott of American 
goods. But clearly (hey would never do 
anything of the kind, because profits are 
more important than anything else, and 
if civilisation collapses, well it probably 
won't happen in our lifetimes. In short 
nobody is going lo do anything. 

Yes. there h.ivc been dcmonstnlions, 
of which all one can say is “Tivo little 
and too late*. There should have been a 
world-wide protest as soon as the news 
got out that Ihc .Americans sscrc prepar¬ 
ing this lest. There should have been a 
massive boytx>tl of everything American, 
a halt to imports, a hall to tourism, 
embassies closed down, diplomatic rela¬ 
tions suspended, a ban on flighLs lo 
America, add your owm suggestions, it 
won't he done anyway. 

Ihc good old ll-Bomb has been for¬ 
gotten. Its place has been taken by 
Ulster. Vietnam. Bangln-Dcsh, homeless¬ 
ness. ecology and so on and so on. 
Ilow-cscr. if the thing is ever used all 
these problems vvill be wived, or at 
least vve shan't have to bother vvith (hem. 
We shan't be here. Perhaps, with luck, 
a few mutated chimpanzees v\*ill be left 
behind to try to start all over .again.
